Applicants* election of Species A, claims 1-24, 26, 49-68 and 71, filed April 5, 2006 has been entered. However, as 
presented in the restriction requirement mailed March 3, 2006, the application contains claims directed to the following patentably 
distinct species: 

Species A: a resin pre-impregnated fiber reinforced molding process; 
Species B: a vacuum infusion molding process 

It appears that claims 49-68 and 71 are drawn to non-elected Species B, because said claims include a vacuum infusion 
molding process. Applicant is advised that a reply to an election requirement must include an identification of the species that is 
elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. Since 
the response is a reply to a NON-FINAL OFFICE ACTION (including a submission for an RCE), and since the response appears to 
be a bona fide attempt to be a reply (37 CFR 1.
